Mr, HOWARD, of Michigan, gave notics of his
intention to propose amendments to the bill to
regulate the seioction of grand and petit jurors In
the territory of Utab, and for other puIposss, ns
Sollows : After the thirteenth seation, vand If nuy
person shall presume fo solemnize & marriage in
sald territory who is not by this nat authorized so
1o do; he shall be deemed gulity of A misdomennor,
and nupon conviction ihereof before any court of
competent jurisdiction, shall be punished by & foe
not exeseding five hundred nor less than one hun-
dred dollars, or by imprisonment in the peniten-
tiary not exceeding six months or less than ons
month, or by both such fine and linprisonment, at
the discretion of the conrt.”

Seotion 14, That if any man, ln #nid territory of
Vtah, shall claim and pratend 1o have the right to
ihe society or the service of any woman not iaw.
fuily married to him; by reason of her having been
senled, devoled or consecrated to him by any cera-
mony, rite, consecration, snorament, form, order,
deeres, rentencs, yole or direction of the sg-onlled
Mormon Oburch, or of any prophet, president,
bishop, priest or other oflficer or fouctionary of
sald chureh, or of any member thereol, whathar
with or withont the consent of the woman, sud
shall cohabit with such woman, he shall be desmed
gullty of & crime, and shall, upon conviction
thereof before any court of competent jurisdiction,
be punisbed by a fine of not more than 810,000 nor
lees than $600, or by imprisonment at hard labor
Au the panitentiney of sald territory not more thon
five years nor less than three months, or by such
fine and imprisonment, &t the discretion of the
conrt, and in all such cnsés such woman shall be
deemed noompetent witness in the trinl of the of-
knder.

Sectlon 15 That all ohildren, the fruit of any
Euch pretended senling or spirlinal marrings as
aforesard, heresfler born in sald territory, shall be
desmed nnd held to be ghe heirs of their mother,
but not of their father; and itshall be lawful for
any woman in said terrvitory, claimed as sach
spiritual wife of any man, but not married to him
aceording o Inw, to sue for and recover from him
compensation for her labor and services while
such his spintual wife, in an sctlon of pssampsit,
without any deduction under pretence of support
And mainténance of her, by him, doring the period
Of such spiritunl marringe, nnd also to soe for and
recover nny real estale, money, or other personal
yroperty, given, granted or conveyed by her since
the passoge of the act of 1562, entitled “An act to
punish and prevent the practice of polygamy in
the territories of the Ulnited Stntes and other plices,
and digsapproving and anowtiing certain nots of the
Legisintive Assembly of tha Terrlitory of Utah ts
Any person or body politic ne a voluniary gift, do-
nation or contribntion to smd pretended Mormon
Uhnurch, or for its beneflr, directly or indirectly;
and any woman in suld territory not lawtully
maorried, but who at any time has béen in the rela.
tion of such spiritual marriage above mantioned,
lhllil‘iu all courts and places be desmed o femme
sole,

Section 16. That every person, male or femnle,
who shall Knowingly and wiilingly ald and assist
in, or be present at such ceremony or rite of Maor.
monism, known as such sealing or spiritunl mar.
riage, with Intent 10 counténance, encourage and
give efléct 1o the same, shall be deemed guilly of &
orime, and on conviglion thervof before u court of
competent jurisdiction, shall be punished as lnst
aforesnld, and the person or persons celebrating or
solemunlzing such ceremony sliall be punished as
Inst aforesald, nud by u fine of nt lenst SI000 each,
and Imprisonment ot hard labor In such peniien-
tiary for at lenst two years,

Sections 17th nnd 18th enact snbstantinlly the
rules of descont in effeot in New York,

Section 10th recogulzes the titke of o Inwful hus.
bacd as tenant by courtesy, and of a widow s
tenant in dower.

Section 2). That all eriminal cnses arising un-
der said act of 1862, as well ag all oriminsl coses
arislpg under thia Aot touching the solemuization
of marringes, senling or spiritunl marriage, und
belng present al the ceremony of sealing hergin
mentioned, shall be heard, tried and determined
by the District Oourts of paud territory of Utah,
without & jury, upon Informmion 10 be presented
to the Uourt by the Attorney of eald territory, or
by the proseculing attorney of the county in
which the offence is committed, Such informution
shall, betore being preseuted 0 the Uourt, be
wverifled by the oath of the aitorney pressntiog it
by the person prosecuting, or sxme other oredible
person; nnd the same being presented and filed,
the court shall issue o mandate for the appreben-
slon of the accnsed, who shall be entitled 10 bail
as in cases of Indictment. It the aconsed shall, on
being arralgned, plead “pol guilty™ tothe Infor-
mation, or if be shall refuse to plead thereto, which
standing mute shall be deamed and trented ns o plen
of “not guilty,” the court shnll procted to hear
the evidence in (he cnse, both on the part of the
prosecution apd the defence, und to find thoe ae-
Cused gullty or not gullty, as the evidencs shall
warrant, apd therenpon o pres senlence upon or
to discharge the necused; but the acoused saall, ou
thé trinl, have the right to except to any rulings of
the Judge trying the case, upon any guestions of
Iaw touching the ndmiselbility of evidence offered
on the trial by the adcused, or touching any other
question of law arising In the case; which excep-
tioue =hall be noted by the Judge, aud In case of o
Hoding of goilty by the Judge he shnll, if the ne-
cused shall so request of him, report the case to
the Supreme Conrt of sald territory in such man.
ner as Tully and fuirly to bring before it all such
questione of law, to the end that said Supreme
Counrt shall pass upon them, and reverse or affirm
the jadgment, as right and justice may require.

Mr. TRUMBULL enlled op the bill to repsal the
thirteentn section of the Confisontion bill, or that
part of the bill which grants to the President the
power Lo lssue a prociamation of amnesty.

The pending gquestion wis upon the amendment
of Mr. Saulsbury to repeul the sntive bill.

Mr, HNSON, of Maryland, wae entitled to
the floor, but was uot prepared to address ths Se.
nate just 10w, o the bill was postpoped till to.
morrow,

Mr. SUMNER, of Mavsachusetts, cullsd up the
bill reported by him from the Committes an Fo-
reign Helatiors to prevent and punish fraudulent
repressutntions for inducing the smigration of nes-
groes of mulsttoes from this gountry. It punisbes
the person #0 offending with a flne of not more
than 85000, or imprisonment for not more than
five years, or bhoth, and forfeits the vessel used in
cnrryinf persons so indueed to emigrats.

Mr. HENDRIUVKS, of Indinna, moved to amsnd
the bill by siriking out the words, vYnegro, mualnt.
to, or other,' 8o as to make (Lread, “chat if auy one
shall by fraudulent repressutations luduce any
person, ste.”

Mr. SUMNER said 1f this were adoptad the
veadar of the bill would not be so carefully yn his
RuUsTd sgainat the particular evil sought 10 be
cured, In framiug the bill the commitiee had
c_».uly sllowed precedent, as heretofore wdopled by
Congress,

Mr. BINGHAM made the polut of ordar “nat fs
the elghth section providad tor the ndmission of re-
kel Stntes i compliance with the conditions pre-
noribed, the snbstitties must be referred 1o the Qom-
uiittes on Reconatrnciion,

The SPEAKER overruled the polat of arder, as
that bill had been rlsd from Lhal commiies,
and was before the House, rubject to amendmont.

Mr. STEVENS proossded to address the House
in support of the substitate, He said hs was anxi-
ons that this bill should be procesded with ull
final action npon it. He desired thal the Honse
should, as early as possible, come to some concla-
slon as to what should be doue with the rebel
States. Thin was becoming more and more neces.
eary every day, and the inte decimow of the Su-

reme Court of the United States had rendered
mmedidte notion by Uongress on the gquestion of
the establliehment of goveroments In the rebel
States absolutely indispensable. Thar deciston,
though perhaps not s0 infamons in termu fs the
Dred Scott decision, was Mr more dangerous in ite
operation on the lives and libertiea of the loyal
men of fthe country, It had taken away all pro.
tectlon from every loyal man, binck or white, re.
siding in any ot the rebel States,

1t had unshenthed the dagger of the sasasain and
the kuife of the rebel against the throat of every
man who dared to procinim Blmeslt now or here.
tofors a loyal Union man. If the doctrine of Lhat
decision wera true, there naver was a people o
such terrible peril as the loynl people of the soath,
white and bluck. Unless Congreas procsaded at
ouce, and did something to protect those people
from the barbarians that are now muularmg the
whites, snd puttupg Into secret graves hundreds
and thowsands of colored poople, It would be lin.
ble to the just censure of tEn world for its negiaot,
its cowardice, or ita want of ability, This bill
wns A ennbling act to enabls loynl men in the
rebel States 1o form goverunmenis, and to put
those governments into loyal hands, so that they
might protect themselyes, The military aathori-
ties now dared not order nu)t', general, commnnde
ing o depnrtment in States which had never been
restored from nostivte of conguest, snd every one of
which was held this day as conguered territory,
to enforoe the laws of the country, Oneof the most
atroclous murderers aver lot looes on A community,
Whntgon, hnd been Iately liberated under this very
decieion of the Suprems Court, because the govern.
ment extended ila construction, perhaps properly,
to the conquered States as well as to the loyal
States, This Watson, whose oase Mr. Stevens briefly
outlined, was discharged by order of the FPresi-
dent under that most inlguitous sud lnjarions de-
cision, II that deciston wers nccording to law,
then it become the more pecessiry for Qongress (o
proceed and take onre that no such construction
should open the door o larger lnjuries than have
been alvendy sustained,

The people had dope their du'ty nobly. Had Con
gress the courpge to do Its duty | Or was (Lo ba
deterred by the clomor of Ignorance, bigotry and
despotism from perfecting the resolution | He be-
lHeved that Persin in the pust, and Turkey in the
present, were ns free As the freedmen of the couns
iry now were. He would not slander his native
Iand, but would reform [t. Twenty yanrs ago he
bnd denonnced it as o despotism, that twenty mil«
lions of white men should govern four miitlions of
blacks, And he pronounced it no longer il {ree ra-
public now, when tweniy-five millions of a pri.
vileged cless undertook to exclude five millions
from nll purteipation In the goverpment, No go-
verument could be regarded ns fres which did not
nllow nil its people to participate in the formation
and execution of Ita Jaws, Buch & Babel-like con.
fusion was caused by the intermingling of pardon.
od rebels, hissing copperheads and apostate Repub-
lonne, and it wns diffiouit either to understand the
questions asked or the anewer given,

Speaking of the President, he sajd that although
the President wos Commander-in-chief of tho
army and navy, Congress was bis commander,
ond, plesse God, he should be made to obey, The
President and bis eatraps should know that this
wis A government of the people, and that Cons
grese was the people. Unless impartial suffrage
were lutroduced in the rebel States, avery one of
them would be sure Lo send a solid rebel repre-
sentation, and cast & solid rebel elegtoral vote,
They, wilh their kKindred copperhends of the noril,
would aiwnys elect n President and control Cons
grees, and the people of the north wouald be the
perpetunl vassals and slaves of the south.

Mr. STEVENS moditied the third seotlon of the
subgtitute so as to provide that the commissionsr
for ench of the rem-‘ States should be nppointed by
the Suprems COourtof the District of Columbin,
instand of belng elected by Qonmress. (The sub-
stitute has been already published, about the 22d
of December,)

Mr. ASBHLEY, of Ohle, moved an amendment
for the snbstitule proposed by Mr. Stevens, It was
ordered to be printed.

The firet gection declares that the State governs
mentd organixed in the lately rebel States, exclnd.
mg Tennessee, nre not valid constitutionl goversa-
mente, hnd thut thefr nets are voud.

The second section nulhorizes the organlzntion of
constitutionnl State governments in each of such
States, all male cilizens over 21 years, residing
therein for six months, irrespective of rice or for.
mer condition of servitude, to ba alectors.

The third scction imposes on electors an onth de.
claring that the person was, on the ith of March,
1564, williug to comply with the requiremeénts of
the President's procinmation of the =th of Decem-
ber, I563; was at all times therenfter opposed to Lhe
contuubnoe of the rebellion; never treatsd Fedo-
ral prisoners otherwiss thouo fs Inwful prisonsrs
of war, ind will hepceforth bear true faith and
wllegianes to the government of the Unltd Stat:s
Itimposes on the delegntes elected to the State
convenliops provided for, an additional oath that
they have never volnntarily borne arms agnlnst
the Unied States, and mnever held any ollics,
civil or milltary, under the conlederste governs
ment. It the convention agrea to adopt the cons
slitutionsl amendmeant, it is thex to salect Ave it
zens, distingnished for thelr loyalty and fidelity to
the Constiiution and Union, who are touactasa
provisionnl committee of public safety for the
State uutil 4 gonstitntionn) Siate convention shall
assemble and eiect & provisionsl Goveruor. Sixty
days' notice is to be given of the alaction of dele-
gnies 10 such conetitutional convention.

The fonrth section invests such convention with
full power and anthority to form & coustitution of
State government; proviﬂvd that such cons!itution
ehall be republican, and not repognant to the Con-
stitution of the United States; nnd provided fur-
ther, that it shall adept an orJluuee. forever Irre-
vocable witbout the consant of Oongress, deciaring
all persons free and equal before the law, repudi-
ating a1l debts contracted in ald of the rcbelllon,
providing 1o the muintenpnce of free public
schoole, for the exclusion from all oflices of honor
or profit under the State government all persons
who have held office under either of the recent re-
volutionary government!s, State or confederate,
fand recognizing in Qongress the right to compel
the continuance of the Stale's relntions with the
Tnlted States.

Ssction fifth makes it the duty of Congress to
determine whether the conditions have besn come
plied with, and if so, and If Congress approve the
constitution and ordinsnce adopted, the State is 0
bedecluredentitied to all the rights, privileges sod
immunities, nnd be subject to all the obligntions
aud Habllities of n State in the Americau Unlon,

Bection twelve authorizes the Provisionu) Gove.
ernor to arganize, arm and equip such military
force a8 hemny desm necessary to keep the paace
And enforce the Inws snd ordinnuoces Wwheunever
forcible resistande |8 mndeo 10 his authority.

Bection thirteen nulhorizes the Provisional Go-
vernor to prociaim martisl law and sospend the
writ of habens corpus whensver and wheréver
forcible resistance Is made 10 the axecution of ¢lvil
process.

Section fourtesn aAuthorizes the division of Texas
into two States,

Section fifteen nuthorizes the Convention 'o dls-
penes, by & LWo.Lnirds vote, with that purt of the
call of delegates declarmug that they haye never
held apy olyil oMee nuder the confederate governs
ment.

The negro
should be treated fuirly, and he would be found
abie to protect hisown interests, If the goyern-
menis 1o be founded In two or three of the Stntes
should be foand to work well, then the next Con.

Mr. BINGHANM, of Ohlo, moved to recommit

Mr. KELLEY, of Pennayivanit, made an elaho.
rate speech cn fuanos, criticlzing in dewll the re-
aent report of the Se¢retary of the Treasury, and
ndvocating two resolutione nirendy oftered by
himeelf, favoring the repeal of the five per cent.
ax on masufnctaies, and the other condemming
the doctrine of the Secretary that the debt of the
covntry should be extingulshed by the generation
that contracted (6. He pronounced the report of
the Becretary n budget ol inaptitudes, incongrui-
tits and non-requiturs. It contoined nothing to
gratify the nntloonal pride of any Amerionn citizen.

The Secretary bonstad that our debt had been re.
duced 206,000,000 in fourteen months, Yai this
Immense sum wis so much abatracted from the
notive working enpital of the business meon of the
country, This amount had bren ralsed in largs
part by taxation on bome produactions, and thus
forelgn mapuficturers had been benefited at the
expeose of the American laborer, and their vio'ory
over onr siroggling industyies wonld be etay If the
government continned the policy of assessing #x.
traordinnry taxes for the extingaishment of the
war debt, Already the large Imporintions of for-
elgn guods were threntening our business mon with
bankrupley,

The policy of attempting o speady extinguiab.
ment of (he national debl was favored only by
money lenders, speculators in government sacu-
rities, and forelgn manufacturers. The scheme of
the Secretory wes as unprecedented as unwise.
The firet Foderal debt was funded (n 1701, and for
glxtern years no effort was madeto reduce it, The
average rate of payment from 1807 to 182 was
about &6,000,000 per annur, After the debt had
been Iargely inoreased by the war of 1412, no exira-
ordinury mmxes were lmposed for Iy redemption.

The excesa of ordinary revennes over curreat
expenses was dovoted Lo its absorption, and home
indusiry was stimmuola‘ed by avowedly protecuve
tarifly, Enginnd hnd pever been gullty ol the
stupidity recommended by the Seoretary of ‘he
Trensury. Not unti]l seveu years aftar the close
ot the Napoleonie wars had Great Britain at.
temnpled the experiment of resamption of speole
paymenis, and only within the pressnt decade hnd
she made any serious effort 1o reduce the principal
of her debt.

He commented sarcastically npon the opinton of
the Secretary that the national debt should be
.-pmuu?- extinguished, that it may not remain as
N vreminder to the southern people of humilintion
and defeat'' The people of the south, while they
might admire the tenderness of the Secretary’s
henrt, kuew that they themselves would ba smong
the grestest suflerers froin the accomplisjpment of
bis Npnanolnl scheme,

He condemned the soggestion of the Secretary
In favor of mreduction Of the greenback currancy.
With a proper protective taviff there wonld ba
tmple and profitable employment for nll the cur.
